Form  MS-5,  is  presented  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration  which  differ  from  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  Accordingly,  these  financial  statements  are  not 
designed  for  those  who  are  not  informed  about  such  differences.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  80  acre  addition  to  the  Robert  P. 
Bass  Memorial  Town  Forest  has  been  accomplished.  The  boundaries 
should  be  marked  when  convenient. 

It  is  with  some  degree  of  sadness  that  we  have  seen  the  last  payment  of 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds.  The  program  was  in  effect  for  some  15  years  and 
was  easily  administered. 

The  Selectmen  have  information  regarding  the  benefits  of  joining  the 
Municipal  Association  and  probably  will  join  1988.  Some  of  the  benefits 
are  legislative  advisories,  a  magazine,  many  handbooks  and  manuals, 
legal  advisory  service,  training  programs,  low  prices  on  property  and 
liability  insurance  just  to  mention  a  few.  The  Town  used  to  belong  and  now 
should  rejoin  for  the  cost  of  $400.00  per  year. 

The  Town,  along  with  all  the  other  County  towns  but  not  the  two  cities,  is 
in  an  odd  situation  with  the  latest  County  tax  payment.  The  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration  figured  the  County  portion  wrong.  It  was  not  un- 
til after  the  towns  had  paid  their  share  that  it  was  determined  that  a 
mistake  had  been  made.  Oddly  enough  there  is  no  law  which  says  that  the 
County  has  to  refund  this  overpayment  or  to  give  interest  on  it.  The  Coun- 
ty says  that  it  will  give  Sharon  a  credit  on  next  year's  payment.  We  will 
probably  deduct  the  interest  and  let  them  try  to  collect  it. 

We,  along  with  the  Tax  Collector,  are  in  favor  of  the  Real  Estate  Tax 
Lien  Procedure  as  mentioned  in  the  warrant.  The  property  owner  is  better 
protected,  the  Town  has  more  control,  and  the  Tax  Collector's  work  is 
greatly  reduced.  In  short,  the  whole  procedure  is  between  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Tax  Collector  which  eliminates  outside  buyers.  In  fact.  The  Town 
has  been  the  buyer  of  most  taxes  lately  anyway. 

We  would  like  to  clarify  the  methods  by  which  the  Planning  Board  and 
Board  of  Adjustment  hold  office. 

A  search  of  the  Town  records  indicate  that  the  1958  Town  Meeting  the 
Planning  Board  was  voted  into  existence  with  the  4  members  "appointed 
by  the  Selectmen"  while  the  5th  is  a  Selectman.  This  practice  is  still  cor- 
rect under  State  law.  Vacancies  are  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the 
same  method. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  was  created  by  vote  of  the  1959  Town  Meeting. 
Article  13  of  that  year's  warrant  proposed  that  the  Town  adopt  a  Zoning 
and  Building  Ordinance.  The  members  were  elected  then. 

We  have  asked  Attorney  Fernald  to  research  the  correct  way  to  put 
members  on  the  Board. 

He  states  that  current  law  specifies  that  the  local  legislative  body  will 
prescribe  how  the  members  will  be  appointed.  This  body  is  the  Town 
Meeting.  He  advises  that  there  are  2  appointing  authorities,  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Moderator.  The  chosen  appointer  would  fill  unexpired  terms  in 
case  of  a  vacancy. 

We  realize  that  there  is  not  enough  time  to  correct  this  oversight  but  feel 
that  it  should  be  included  the  next  time  changes  are  proposed. 

In  June  of  1987  Larry  Bishop,  Chief  of  the  Peterborough  Fire  Depart- 
ment, retired.  Larry  has  been  very  helpful  in  providing  continuing  fire 
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coverage  to  Sharon  for  several  years  and  the  Selectmen  wished  to 
recognize  his  service  at  his  retirement  party. 

It  was  decided  to  make  him  an  Honorary  Resident  of  the  Town.  A  cer- 
tificate with  appropriate  calligraphy  and  framing  was  presented  at  the 
banquet.  We  can  say  that  no  other  town  duplicated  this  award.  Copies  of 
this  certificate  will  be  shown  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  matter  of  police  protection  is  still  evident.  There  has  been  a  request 
from  the  Peterborough  Police  Department  for  the  Selectmen  to  authorize 
Peterborough  to  respond  to  Sharon  on  an  emergency  basis  only.  We  have 
discussed  this  idea  with  various  people  and  have  been  advised  that  we 
should  have  police  liability  insurance  and  that  we  have  no  control  or 
jurisdiction  of  this  type  of  officer.  We  may  appoint  a  resident  who  is  a 
qualified  deputy  sheriff  to  fill  in  occasionally. 

While  we  are  talking  of  police  matters  we  would  like  to  mention  that 
Sharon  is  becoming  known  for  its  lack  of  police.  In  1987  4  stolen  cars  were 
burned  in  Town.  Two  parties  were  held  which  were  of  concern  to  the  State 
Police.  Much  trash  and  litter  deposited  in  Town.  We  do  not  think  that  these 
sort  of  problems  will  disappear  and  that  some  sort  of  action  will  have  to  be 
taken. 

We  have  been  informed  that  the  property  inventories  which  are  sent  out 
in  the  Spring  may  be  voted  out.  We  will  study  this  idea  and  make  an  ap- 
propriate suggestion  in  1989. 

We  would  like  to  say  that  1987  has  been  a  year  of  many  changes  and  new 
developments.  The  character  of  the  Town  changed  and  will  continue  to 
change.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  AGENT 

The  first  snowstorm  of  the  86-87  winter  season  came  on  November  11, 
1986.  To  date  we  have  had  17  storms  which  required  plowing  and  or  sand- 
ing. We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  John  Kerulainen,  who  lives  on 
Spring  Mill  Rd.,  caring  for  the  plowing  and  sanding. 

Last  Spring  the  big  rainstorm  on  April  6  caused  considerable  expense  to 
the  Town  and  also  delayed  Summer  work.  Culverts  had  to  be  replaced  on 
Mountain  Road  and  Nashua  Road.  Work  planned  for  the  south  end  of 
Cross  Road  was  not  done.  This  project  will  require  a  new  culvert,  gravel 
and  the  removal  of  a  few  trees  and  over-hanging  branches. 

Dead  trees  were  cut  on  both  Nashua  and  McCoy  Roads.  More  will  be 
done  this  year.  Roads  on  the  west  end  of  Town  were  sealed.  McCoy  Road 
and  Temple  Road  will  be  sealed  this  year.  Cemeteries  will  also  need 
removal  of  dead  limbs  and  pruning  of  trees. 

The  cooperation  of  the  Town's  residents  is  very  much  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1986  and  June  1987,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  nor- 
mal. The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires 
kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris 
burning.  All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regula- 
tions; however,  your  assistant  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
tax  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  or  Concord  Forest 
Protection  Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  pay- 
ment starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that 
will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
timber  tax  forms.
